Austrian Army Turns Upon Italian 


Invaders-Italian Troops Within 
Range Of Trent-Expect Lemberg 
To Fall-Austrian Resistance 
Strong. 


Rome, June 7.—The Aus- 


trians have finally turned upon 
the Italian invaders and the first 
serious battle of the campaign 
since Italy joined the Allies has 
developed near Gradisca in the vi- 
cinity of Udine, Italy. A general 
Italian advance is now m progress 
across the Isonza river from Ca- 
poretto to the sea, a distance oi 
about 40 miles and the Austrians 
apparently have determined to 
check this move which is admit- 
ted to be.the most formidable yefc 
attempted by the Italians.

to dispatches from Bologna, the 
present headquartei's of the. Ital- 
ian general staff but the advance 
of the army has been hampered 
by rains and movement of tho 
heavy artillery has been delayed 
in the mountainous region of east 
of Lake Garda.

Cormons, Palmanova and Cervig- 
nano. 


The resistance of the Austrian

men more determined. 


Tolimino, on the

the Isonzo, is one of the Italian 
objectives. 


The success of the Italian in- 


vasion is said to have caused 
alarm in both Berlin and Vienna. 
Emperor "William, who is expect- 
ed to visit the Austro-Italial 
front soon, is said to be personally 
dictating to the Austrian gereral 
st'aff as to the operations to be 
followed against the Italians. 


Throughout all operations in 


the southwestern theatre of Avar 
the Austrians have acted

sparingly 
with 
ammunitions, 


showing the immense drain on 
their supplies in the eastern 
theatre.

The present franchise was granted in 1902 and the price fixed for the following ten 


years, expiring in 1912. During this period no better service was given to any City in 
Ohio at any price. At the expiration of the ten year agreement, this Company did not 
ask an increase but continued to give the same excellent service at the old price, al- 
though the Utica field from which the gas was at first secured showed signs of failing, 
and in 1911 it became necessary for this Company to develope a field near Warsaw. 
These later wells were shallow, the supply from that field was practically exhausted 
in two years and in 1913 the rock pressure had gone down to such an extent that it was 
necessary to build and operate a compressor station in the Utica field at a cost of more 
than $200,000. This did not produ ce the results anticipated, and during the past winter 
in order to maintain first-class service to the people of Cosnocton this Company went in- 
to the open market} purchased its supply of gas and had to pay therefor a price that 
was not only unprofitable but caused quite a loss. Now that conditions have changed, 
this Company feels justified in asking our Council for an increased rate—one that is in 
keeping with that paid in other cities similarly situated, and one that will permit this 
Company to operate at a fair profit. 


Two plans are open to us for n ext winter's supply: One is to renew our contract for 


the purchase of gas in the open market; the other is to build a pipe line from the Wayne 
County gas field, development of which has been started, and transport that gas to Co- 
shocton. We would not be justifie d in making either arrangement at the present rates. 
We ought not to be asked to go into the market and buy gas and furnish it at a loss, and 
we cannot obtain the necessary cap ital to build the pipe line from the Wayne County 
field to Coshocton on the present b asis of return. 


. We are asking an increase that will afford our Company only a fair price for the 


service given and that will afford a fair rate of income on the investment that has been 
made for the benefit of Coshocton.
